He said the people “feel the 
stifling consequences of over­ 
centralization, conformity, ma­ 
nipulated consensus, and arbi­ 
trary unchecked power, whether 
public or private.” 


In a thinly veiled attack on 
the “Great Society,” Romney 
said the people “recognize the 
limitations of efforts to improve

Stressing youth—their ideal­ 
ism, their energy and their 
votes—Romney called for Mich­ 
igan to move “into a new 
generation of progress.”

Failure to achieve tax reform, 
particularly with a Republican- 
controlled Legislature, could be 
a major stumbling block in 
Romney’s political path.

Hanoi Rejects 
Peace Talk Bid 


TOKYO (AP) — North Viet­ 
nam today rejected the British 
proposal for peace talks with 
the United States and South 
Vietnam, declaring the British 
purpose was to force th e‘Viet­ 
namese pe<H)le to “accept the 
insolent terms put by the U. S. 
imperialists.** 


Both t!e United States and 
South Vietnam gave a favorable 
response to British Foreign Sec­ 
retary George Brown’s proposal 
last week that they join North 
Vietnam in peace talks on Brit­ 
ish soil. 


North 
Vietnam's 
official 
newspaper Nhan Dan reiterated 
Communist terms for peace to­ 
day and rapped Britain for sug­ 
gesting a conference. 


“Such a foul act on the part pf 
the British government com­ 
pletely rims counter to the re­ 
sponsibility of Britain as a co- 
chairman of the 1954 Geneva 
Conference 
on Vietnam,” 
it 
said. 


The Soviet Union, the other 
conference 
cochafarman, 
de­ 
nounced the British appeal ear­ 
lier. Pravda. the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party newspaper, suggested 
today that the British took thé 
initiative because Prime Minis­ 
ter Haroki Wilson’s government 
found itself “under an exceed­ 
ingly strong pressure of public 
opinion demanding its disasso- 
cisUon from the U. S. aggres­ 
sion in Vietnam.” 


Brown has denied making the 
proposal to head off pressure by 
Labor memt)ers of Parliament 
lor Britain to split with the 
United States on Vietnam.

‘ The talegram follows: 
t have been saying that the State 
' If Michigan ought to turn the 
t eperatioD of the Porcupine 
1 Mountain ski area over to a 
’ i»rivate 
developer.

have 
; tharged that tha state’s present 
; operation of tha Porkies is in 
{¿reot eompetition with pri- 
'vately owned tkl areas. These 
; itatements hava been made in 
^ n y capacity as president of the 
.Cantral Ski Areas Assn. Now, I 


am speaking for myself. 


“These arguments have been 
based upon my belief that the 
proper concern of government 
extends only into those areas 
which private enterprise can­ 
not or will not handle. This 
theoi^ is neither novel or uni­ 
que. It is the basis upon which 
the United States was created. 


“Obviously, it is the proper 
concern of the state to operate 
parks for the public, to estab­ 
lish programs for the conser­ 
vation of birds and game, etc. 
Government must do this. For 
it is not feasible to conduct 
such programs on a private 
basis. 


“At the time the state estab­ 
lished the Porcupine Mountain 
ski area, it was carrying out a 
legitimate function of govern­ 
ment. There were no private 
investors involved in the ski 
business in thé Upper Penin­ 
sula and the state was filling a 
definite void. 


“The Conservation Depart­ 
ment did a good job, demon­ 
strating that it was possible 
to establish such a business in 
the U.P. Private investors be­ 
came interested, several ski 
areas 
sprung 
up, 
and 
the 
economy of our region was giv­ 
en a tremendous boost. 


Great Potential 


**Now that privately owned 
and operated ski areas exist 


however, the state should no 
longer continue to operate Por­ 
cupine. There is no longer any 
void for government to fill. 


“The Porcupine ski facility 
is rich with potential. Given an 
ample amount of freedom to 
develop it, a private operator 
could build it into one of the 
most attractive ski resorts in 
the Midwest. 


“Thus, I am at this time pre­ 
pared to back my argument 
with action. The time has come 
for me to put my money where 
my mouth is. 


“I am ready to begin imme­ 
diate 
negotiations with the 
Conservation Department for 
lease of the Porcupine Moun­ 
tain ski area. Such negotiations 
should commence as quickly as 
possible, to insure ample time 
to make additions to tha facility 
for next season. 


“With the cooperation and 
participation of the people of 
the Ontonagon County area I 
plan to make the Porkies an 
outstanding attraction for ski­ 
ers, without detracting from 
the natural beauties there. Aid­ 
ed by the Ontonagon area resi­ 
dents I will create at the Por­ 
kies a major ski area, drawing 
thousands of enthusiasts an­ 
nually, and bring significant 
economic benefit to tha region."

The booming mineral indus­ 
try is a problem for wood in­ 
dustry. Its high wages attract 
men from woods work when 
mining jobs are available. And 
the very high workmen’s com­ 
pensation rates on woods work­ 
ers is also a serious problem 
for jobbers. Comp costs about 
a quarter of payroll now.

ed by tha woods labor shortage. 


The price of wood has risen 
in the past year, but this does 
not automatically bring the 
grower or producer more in­ 
come. If harvest costs like cut­ 
ting, hauling and workmen*s 
compensation 
increase, 
the 
stiunpage prices may not in­ 
crease. This has happened in 
considerable 
degree; 
loggers 
costs iiave gone up along with 
wood prices so the hoped-for 
stimulation in production has 
not been full strength.

S. Some 850,000 coho, or sil­ 
ver salmon, planted last spring 
in one Lake Superior stream 
and two Lake Midiigan streams, 
have made amazing progress. 
The young coho were raised* in 
Michigan hatchtties, and plant­ 
ed as 4 to 6-inch fingerings. 


RESEARCH AND FIELD work have unfolded over the 
Great Lakes the greatest story of fisheries success ever 
told. Chemical treatment of streams to kill sea lampreys 
has spelled victory in Lakes Superior and Michigan. Also 
part of this success story is the restocking of lake trout 
in Lakes Superior and Michigan which shows that planted 
iiBh are taking hold. Intioduction of coho salmon in Lakes 
Superior and Michigan seems destined to be one of Michi* 
gan’s most outstanding fish. 


turn next fall t i fuU41edged 
three-year^ki *'adults.” From 
Lake Miiciiigan, at least, the 
Consarvtttton 13^rtm ent’s Oar- 
expectations of five to nine 
pound adults appear overly con­ 
servative. Ihe iish now show 
promise ci c o m ^ in much lar­ 
ger — perhaps some eiven of 
record size. 


5. Most of the two-year-old 
fish in this year’s runs were 
males, as was expected.

9. Efforts to revitaliae the 
Great Lakes

mon, eggs to Michigan. Fin- 
gerling Chinooks batched ftom 


these eggs will be planted next 
spring in a Lake Michigan 
stream yet to te selected. 


7. The tremendous nuisance 
problem of ailewives 
glutting 
lakes Michigan 
a n d Huron 
stands to be greatly reduced if 
the coho and chdnook salmon 
both become establi!shed to add 
to current stocks of lake trout 
and steeYheads. The atewife, a 
small low-value fS®h, currenfliy 
accounts for an estimated 90 
percent of all fish, by weight, 
now ki lake Michigan and Hur­ 
on. It is crowding out other de­ 
sirable fish, such as the yeUow 
perch and cisco. Happily, it is 
a natural food for bolh the coho 
and Chinook. 


In a nutshdl, the unMddng 
story of success and prpmiae 
suggests that fishing for both 
trout and salmon will continue 
to improve steadily during at 
iliaaat the next 10 years. 


The Michigan Depirtmeot of 
Conservation will continue to 
plant take trout in lakes Su­ 
perior and Michigan. 
Mean­ 
while, it wiUv with avaitable 
federal aid, continue to beef 
up the Great Lakes fish man­ 
agement program in all waten. 


A major program is being 


plaoned to open up new itream 
spawninc and flahing. . areas. 
Old dams will ba nmoived, and 
fish transfers and ladders will 
become a part of the Michigan 
scene. Key land areas will be

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 
Purdue and Southern California, 
undistinguished throu^ut the 
season, remained consistent to 
the end, playing an undistin­ 
guished 60 minutes before 101,- 
455 in the Rose Bowl. 


Purdue won, 14-13 but USC 
provided ttie dramatics Mon­ 
day, scoring with 2:28 remain­ 
ing and going for a two-point 
conversion, only to miss and 
lose the gamble. 


Piudue Coach Jack MoUen- 
kopf, whose Boilermakers were 
making their first start in the 
Rose Bowl, sakl: ‘‘This was my 
most satisfying victory.” 


But at the same time, Mol- 
lenkopf conceded: “We have 
moved the ball better.” 


Purdue, with star quarterl»ck 
Bob Griese failing to baffle the 
rugged USC defense, compiled 
only 244 yards in total offense. 
Griese hit for 10 of 18 . passes 
and 139 yards, but foui^ comple^ 
tions came on a first-quarter 
drive st<H>ped on the USC five- 
yard line. 


Griese later directed Purdue 
touchdown marches of 57 and 37 
yards, and fullback Perry Wil­ 
liams plimged across from the 
one and two yard lines. 


Purdue came to Pasadena 
with an 8-2 record, including 
losses to Uie two outstanding 
teams it faced — Notire Dame 
and Michigan State. 


Michigan State dominated an 
abnormally weak Big Ten, but 
the Spartans were here a year 
ago and Big Ten teams are in­ 
eligible to repeat in the Rose 
Bowl. 


Southern California lost three 
of its last four regular season 
games, climaxing the year with 
a 51-0 htmiiliation by N o t r e 
Dame. The Trojans’ 14-7 toss to 
UCLA cast a shadow on tiieir 
bid, granted because USC had 
one more Pacific-8 Conference 
win than the Bruins.

Next time you take to the 
road, try to remember that 
traffic 
conditions 
could 
be 
worse. 


The United Kingdom — not 
the United States — holds thè 
unenviable record for crowded 
highways with 11,384,000 ve­ 
hicles and only 212,275 miles of 
road. 


Even 
the 
Japanese 
can’t 
duplicate the United Kingdom 
record, but they do claim sole 
possession of the world’s worst 
traffic jam — Tokyo. Los An­ 
geles’ Hollywood Harbor Free­ 
way leads the field in traffic 
density. Every day more than 
219,000 cars take toi tlie 22.6- 
mile-lons freeway, according to 
traffic researchers. If put end 
to end, they would stretch more 
than 500 miles. 


“High, wide and handsome” 
applies with even greater force 
to 
two record-holding 
U.S. 
highways — one in Dallas, and 
the other in Chicago, a 20-mile 
stretch of the Dan Ryan Free­ 
way. They are the widest high­ 
ways anywhere, with 18 lanes 
apiece. 


Michigan has the only high­ 
way in America on which cars 
are prohibited from driving —- 
M 185 on Mackinac Island. Al­ 
though it is part of Michigan’s 
state highway system, M-185 
is restricted to horse-drawn 
vehicles and bicycles. The only 
time it’s used by a motorized 
vehicle is during an emergency 
when the Island’s fire truck is 
called to put out a fire. 


What’s the highest road in 
the world? The all-time win­ 
ner is probably the mountain 
pass known as the podpo La 
in Western Tibet, with an alti­ 
tude of 19,412 feet. A ti*ade 
caravan traversed it in 1929. 
Since then, there has been an 
understandable 
shortage 
of 
traffic. But the Bogo La, only 
slightly less dizzying at 19,220 
feet above sea level, is still 
used by Tibetans and Nepalese 
for a brisk barter trade in salt 
and rice. No vehicles travel 
this narrow pass — the only 
commercial carrier are yaks. 


If this strikes you as too pri­ 
mitive, would you prefer a 
drive along the 733-mile-long 
S. W. Sinkiang-Tibet Road? Or, 
would you consider it the height 
of folly to travel a road that 
rises some 18,420 feet above 
sea level? 


While 
some people 
build 
passes to go over mountains, or 


take the long way around them, 
others choose to go through 
them. The world’s longest road 
tunnel ex ten ^ for 7.2 miles 
under Mont Blanc and crosses 
national boundary lines, link­ 
ing Chamonix, France, with 
Courmayeur in Italy’s Valle 
d”Aosta. 


If that seems like a dry 
statistic, ponder this one: The ' 
Kammon Tunnel, completed in ! 
1958 and extending 6.01 miles ' 
from Shimoneski, Honshu, to j 
Kyushu, Japan, is thé world’s 
longest underwater road tun­ 
nel. 


All of which goes to show 
that if you’re determined to 
stay on the beaten path, there 
are plenty of ways to do it.

Time Payment Law Takes 
Over On Sales In April 


Michigan’s new state law 
controlling selling by charge 
account and installment pay­ 
ments goes into effect about 
AprU 1. 


Passed by the Legislature 
and signed by Governor Rom- 
ney it will define the terms 
and'Mnditions under which the 
stor|srcan sell on credit. The 
only\ thing not covered are au­ 
tomobiles, home improvement 
lokfliii and the direct borrowing 
of money, 
all of which are 
regulated by other laws. 


The new law contains three 
basic provisions: 


1. “Full disclosure” to the 
purchaser of the terms of the 
•ale is required. 


2. Maximum interest rates 
and other charges which can 
be collected by the seller are 
fixed, over and above the cash 
price of the merchandise. 


3. Retailers, 
under certain 
conditions, are made responsi­ 
ble for the products they sell 
for at least 15 days after the 
sale. 


SUtt Rep. Marvin R. Stem- 
pieii, (Oiitivonia), who spon- 
iored ihe law, said major em­ 
phasis it on the “full discloi- 
ure’* provision. 


For txiUnple, each contract 
for an installment sale must 
bear the following warning in 
bold face type: 


^‘Notr to the Buyer: Do not 
aign this contract before you 
have read it or if it contains 
any blank spaces. You are en­ 
titled to a copy of the contract 
you sign. You are entitled to a 
partial return of the finance 
charges if you prepay the bal- 
•nce.** 


1 Large Payment 


Another provision of the law 


is that if . any payment in an 
installment contract is larger 
than the other payments, this 
fact must be stated In bold face 
type. The purpose of this is to 
discourage a practice known at 
’'ballooning,** 
or at least to 
warn the buyer of the practice. 


^'Ballooning** works like this: 
An installment contract is set 
up in such a way that the early 
payments are small. The buyer 
has no trouble making these 
payments. 


However, 
one payment — 
usually the last 
is very 
large. It may be more than the 
buyer can afford. This can re­ 
sult in upsetting the buyer’s 
budget, at best. At worst, it 
might mean repossession of 
merchandise on which the buy­ 
er has been making payments 
for months, simply because he 
can’t meet the last big pay­ 
ment. 


Maxinnm Clinrge 


The section of the law cover­ 
ing interest rates and service 
charges (that is, the difference 
between buying on time and 
paying cash for the merchan­ 
dise) providM the following 
maximum rates: 


1. $12 per 1100 a year if the 
principal balance is $900 or 
less. 


2. $10 per $100 a year if the 
principal balance exceeds $500. 


In the case of «'revolving 
charge accounts,*' which are 
used 
by 
many 
department 
stores, 
the maximum charge 
permitted is 1.7 jper cent of the 
monthly unpaid balance.

"time sale*' price, which means 
the cash price plus all other 
charges. 


Another practice controlled 
by the new law is the quick 
selling of *'paper'* by retailers. 


For example: A man buys a 
radio from a retailer *'on time,** 
signs his contract and takes 
the radio home. He finds the 
radio won*t work; so he takes it 
back to the aeller; possibly on 
the same day it was bought. 


15-Day ProteeUon 
The seller says: "I can*t do 
a thing for you. I sold your 
time-payment contract to an­ 
other company an hour ago.” 
The other company can turn 
out to be a finance company, 
whose representative tells the 
buyer it hjas no responsibility 
for the quality of the goods 
sold, but only for collecting 
the money. 


The buyer is stuck. 
The new law gives the buyer 
15 days to make sure the mer­ 
chandise is what the seller 
claimed it to be. 
In other 
words, 
if the merchant who 
sold the radio also sold the 
paper in a matter of hours, he 
is still responsible to make 
good on the merchandise up to 
15 days. And the retailer must 
notify the buyer in writing the 
paper has t>een sold. 


Has Options 
The act provides that “wilful 
and intentional violations** of 
its provisions are misdemean­ 
ors. 


In addition any seller who 
enters Into a contract in viola­ 
tion of the act is barred from 
recovering any time-price dif­ 
ferential (interest), any official 
fees, delinquency or collection 
charge, attorney fees or court 
costs. On the other hand the 
buyer is entitled to recover his 
"reasonable” attorney fees and 
court costs. 


In cases where not enough 
money is involved to warrant 
litigation by the buyer he can 
complain to the atate attorney 
general. 


He is empowered to petition 
for an injunction enjoining the 
violation, and the violation of 
any ,court order issued as a re­ 
sult will subject the violator to 
a fine of not more than $1,000.

Smith was a Flint attorney 
when 
then-Gov. 
G. 
Mcnnen 
Williams appc'inled him chair­ 
man of the State Public Service 
Gommission in 1957. Ho was 
named auditor general in 1959 
and bGcame a Supreme Court 
justice in 1961. 


He ran third in the Nov, S 
election In a race for t\vo high 
ccurt scats. 


Now, Smith is waiting to hear 
from Washington. His name has 
been mentioned frequently as a 
potential appoinice for a U. S. 
District judgeship in Detroit. 


“I still have faint hopes of 
that,” Smith said in an inter­ 
view. 
‘’But the 
hopes 
grow 
fainter with each new day.” 
Technically, 
the 
president 
nominates federal judges and 
the U. S. Senate confirms them. 
In practice, a judge generally is 
picked by tiie senior senator I 
irom the state involved—in this 
case. Sen. Philip Hart, D-Mich. 


Hart Committed? 


Tliere are rumcrs Hart may 
have committed himself, before 
the election and Smith’s defeat, 
to recommending someone else 
—iwssibly Damon Keith, co- 
chairman of the Michigan Civil 
Rights Commission — for the 
federal judgeship. 


On another matter. Smith said 
he never had any intention, 
following his defeat, or resign­ 
ing from the Supreme Ccurt in 
the hope of preventing incoming 
Justice Thomas Brennan from 
taking over his sesat. 


It had been speculated that if 
Smith resigned before his term 
expired, thus creating a vacancy ‘ 
cn the court, this might have 
required 
reducing 
the 
ccurt

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
The Rev. Lester Kinsolving has 
little patience with what he calls 
injustices and pettiness in his 
Church and has organized a 
clergy’s union to change things. 


The 
39-year-old 
Episcopal 
priest, the son of a bishop, is 
one of a new breed of clergy­ 
men who work outside the tradi­ 
tional job of sheiAierding a flock 
in an assigned parish. 


Kinsolving shies away from 
the word *‘union'* in describing 
his recently incorporated Asso­ 
ciation of Episcopal Clergy. 


“Rather,” he said in an inter­ 
view, **It is a vocational asso­ 
ciation modeled after the Amer­ 
ican Bar Association or the 
American Association of Uni­ 
versity Professors.’* 


A man of energy, he writes a 
weekly religious column for the 
San Francisco Chronicle, works 
as a reporter for the newspaper, 
campaigns for reforms in Cali­ 
fornia’s abortion laws and is 
presklent of the new priests' 
association. 


Maay Cavaea 
*There are many causes for 
the association to fij^t for,’* he 
said, “because the Church is 
analogous to a large corporation 
with 10,000 gi'aduate executives 
and no personnel department.'* 
In his view, injustices range 
from the administration of the 
pension fund for widows to sala­ 
ries pakl clergjrmen. 


“Widows of priests are paid 
one-millionth of the fund's total 
assets per month,** the priest 
said. The fund. Kinsolving said, 
totals $160 million and pension­ 
ers “receive an average of 1153 
a month.*' 


“The Church pensi<m fund is 
operated in a manner approved 
by the general convention,'* said 
Bishop John E. Hines, leader of 
the Church’s clergymen. “Some 
Church institutions are subject 
to criticism by people who think 
they can run them better. 


Bishop Hines has described 
Kinsolving’s 
a s s ociation as 
“outside the nature 
of 
the 
Qiurch.” 


' 
Seek Higher Fay 
*The association also is cam­ 
paigning for higher pay for 
priests. 


Kinsolving supports himself, 
his wife and three children by 
his newspaper work and by 
writing magazine articles. 


“One goal we have is to 
create conditions where a priest 
has the freedom to express his 
personal convictions in sermons 
to his congregation. With the 
present lack of freedom, priests 
are leaving the parochial minis­ 
try to work in schools, adminis­ 
tration and in special projects 
such as civil rights.** he said. 


“The association is growing 
slowly,’* Kinsolving said. “ We 
have 150 members from all over 
the United States, representing 
23 dioceses."

The Upper Pen- 
msula iias felt too good about sacrifices voted in bond- 
inff elections for new’ school buildinffs and hasn't con­ 
cerned itself enough with the quality of the schoolinff 
that its childre^i are ffettinff, as compared with that 
beinff received elsewliere by children with whom they’ll 
be competinff in adult life.
